EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Look Over The Arsenal! 


Should a mother glance out the window and see her 
youngster playing with a loaded revolver in the backyard 
she’d probably reach the verge of hysteria. But instru- 
ments almost as lethal are put into the hands of children 
every day. 

Such was the shocking information coming out of dis- 
cussions at the annual convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of Claimant’s Counsel of America held last week 
in Boston. 

This organization is made up of lawyers who specialize 
in bringing law suits fordamages to clients of their heirs 
as the result of injury or death. 

Bottles of carbonated liquid together with missle and 
and propulsion playthings were cited as the most poten- 
tially dangerous wares being put on sale in the American 
market place. 

Atty..Alfred S. Julian of New York, former secretary of 
the organization and originator of its Products Liability 
exchange, compared the bottles to Molotov cocktails. He 
said many are reused 50 to 100 times and finally burst 
under pressure. 

‘1 won an award of $80,000 for a client blinded in one 
eye when a bottle exploded as it was lifted out of a car- 
ton,’’ Atty. Julian said. 

The clearing house of potentially harmful products 
which was set up three years ago now lists 600, many of 
which have been involved in law suits. 

Parents buying toys to keep their children abreast of 
the modern atomic age should pay heed to the following 
quote from Atty. Julian’s address: 

‘“‘The biggest danger to the youngsters today is those 
space age toys. Those of the missle and propulsion type 
are the worst. A toddler holds one up chest high and it 
propels an object. Often, it sttikes him in the eye. Sight 
loss or partial loss in these cases occurs toofrequently.’’ 

It took years of agitation to pass laws prohibiting the 
sale of Fourth of July fireworks in this state. Yet, it 
seems that when one threat to human satety is eliminated, 
others crop up. 

Dad and Mon would do well to examine those toy boxes 
and see if they contain any futuristic gadgets that might 
bring bodily injury to the children.
